Fire Department 
To Conduct Child 
Safety Campaign

A special Child Safety Cru­ 
sade aimed at prevention of 
Christmas holiday tragedy will 
be conducted during December 
by the Torrance Fire Depart­ 
ment in cooperation with the 
Health Department's year-round 
drive to prevent child accidents 
in and around the home, It was 
announced, yesterday. 

The Fire Department will 
stress two special phases of 
Christmas safety: 1) the Im­ 
portance of using great care in 
the home for Christmas decora­ 
tions and; 2) the need for ex­ 
treme caution in the selection of 
toys for children. 

Parents will be warned about 
electrical hazards In connection 
with Christmas lighting, both 
Inside and outside. They will be 
cautioned to make certain that 
all light strings are in top con 
dltlon with no frayed wires 
cracked sockets, or loose bulbs 
and to Inspect carefully all ex 
tension cords and wall sockets 
before using. 

Points to be considered in se­ 
lection of toys will be outllnec 
for parents. Parents will be 
cautioned against 'small toys 
which may be swallowed, stuf 
fed animals with glass or but­ 
ton eyes, objects with poison­ 
ous paints, and toys made ol 
inflammable materials. They 
will be cautioned about giving 
shooting and target" toys which 
could damage a child's eyes. 

The health department con­ 
ducts a year-round campaign to 
prevent children from being kill­ 
ed and crippled by accidents in 
the home area and each month 
asks assistance of some local 
organization In sponsoring a spe­ 
cial phase of the program.
